ORDER, 2000 

In exercise of die powws confetred by articte 2X5 of the Constitndon, tbe President, 
after havingcoosidaeddieiecatDiniaidadcmsoftbB^venthRnanceCmninisskm ctntained 
in their Interim Report for 2000-2001, hereby makes the foRowing Order, namdy:— 

1. This Order may be called the Constitation (Distribution of Revenues) No. 4 
Order, 2000. 

2. The G^herai Clauses Act, 1897 (10 of 1897)^^iall t^ly for the inteipretation of 
this Order as it^ifdiesfortheintniaetationofaCetttral Act 

3. (I) In accordance with the provisions of danse (1) of article 275, there shall be 
charged on the CkHisdidated Fund ofindia, in tbe financial year commeiming on tbe 1st day 
of April, 20(X), as grants-in-aid of the revenues of each of the States specified in cdunm (1) 
of the Tkble below, the sums specified against it in colnmns (2) to (4) of tbe said Ihble, t 
towards expenditure, of revenue nature, on Union Government’s contribution to States' 
Calamity ^lief Funds, grants-in-sid to a^t local bodies and graots-in-aid in lieu of lax oh 
railway passenger fares mentioned in those colmnns:—

275. 


(4) Any sum or sums payable under sub-paragraph (J) shall be treated as 
provisional subject to further Order to be made on the basis of the final report of the 
Finance Commission.
